EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 12 and 14-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art does not disclose the device of claims 12 or 14. in particular the 
limitation that the inorganic retardation compensator for the primary color light with the 
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shortest wavelength has a different thickness in the direction of the optical axis of the 
respective liquid crystal device from the other retardation compensator(s). For instance, 
Weber discloses, instead, that the fraction of component layei^ 16 and 18 which make 
up its inorganic compensators Is responsible for the different retardations, so there is no 
teaching that the overall thickness of the compensators should be the physical 
dimension which is varied between the different compensators. Claims 12 and 14 are 
therefore allowed, as are their dependent claims, 15-19 and 20, respectively.
